I called  on  Sunday  afternoon,  April  25  and  vas  able  to  get  him  immediately. 

We  talked  for  approximately  twenty  minutes. 

The  answer  is  probably  birds,  but  he  is  going  to  redo  the  Lubbock  experiment 
of  flying  a kite  at  night,  seeing  whether  it  picks  up  any  light.  There 
are  some  Mercury  lights  in  town  (Hinton,  population  lOOO)  which  is  about  a 
half  mile  to  the  east.  Birds  do  migrate  and  fly  around  at  that  season. 

The  idea  of  birds  did  not  surprise  him.  He  said  that  he  just  never  thought 
of  that.  He  felt  that  they  would  have  to  be  quite  close  to  be  birds,  and 
it  turns  out  that  they  would  have  to  be  about  three  or  four  hundred  feet 
away.  The  night  was  extremely  bright  and  clear,  and  he  said  that  he  could  see 
a car  from  fifty  feet  off.  Furthermore,  there  was  a streetlight  a hundred 
and  fifty  feet  to  the  right.  The  lights  near  his  home  are  incandescent,  but 
the  town  has  about  a dozen  mercury  lights.  The  lights  were  first  spotted 
west  of  him  so  it  wculd  have  been  actuaUy  a mile  west  of  town  where  the 
lights  were  first  spotted. 

He  Is  a Bny  Scout  and  so  somewhat  familiar  with  astronotiy,  and  I asked 
whether  the  lights  were  brighter  or  dimmer  than  the  stars  of  the  Big 
Dipper.  He  said  that  they  were  probably  slightly  brighter,  but  they  were 
a creany  white  color,  off  white  like  the  lights  you  get  from  an  old  painted 
celling. 

Although  sixteen  years  old,  he  seemed  to  be  quite  a steady  lad,  unexcitable 
and  familiar  with  wildlife  in  those  regions  as  he  said  that  there  was  a lot 
of  hunting  that  goes  on  around  there.  He  is  clearly  an  outdoors  type  and 
was  familiar  with  the  fact  that  birds  might  be  flying  around  at  that  season. 

He  asked  me  a question  about  Huwes’  article  in  the  Sunday  0 Idaho  man  which  had 
a picture  of  a UFO  by  somebody  What’s  the  situation  on  that 

picture?  He  will  send  up  a copy  of  the  Oklahoman  along  with  the  results  of 
his  kite  experiment.
